Dear Editor 

I would like to take this opportunity to respond to Mr 
Doland’s letter in the BHN April issue regarding the 
Tesco wind turbines. 

Like many residents of Bar Hill I find out much of 
what’s going on and around Bar Hill from my monthly 
Bar Hill News which I actually think is very good. My 
letter that appeared in the March issue therefore was a 
response to the front page news on the February issue, 
which stated that Tesco had already received their 
planning permission for the wind turbines. Mr Doland is 
correct in saying that I “obviously” have no idea how the 
planning system works. I actually have no wish to 
either. However, I feel that I may have some idea 
(maybe a humble one in Mr Doland’s eyes) of what the 
Parish Council’s role should have been on this matter. 
One of the FACTS is that Mr Doland and the Parish 
Council knew about the applied planning application in 
November 2008! But this information did not appear in 
any of the newsletters until February 2009. I personally 
raised this matter, during a meeting that I had, with 
Margaret Sellars and she actually admitted that it was an 
oversight on her behalf. 

Whilst I am aware that it was raised in the Parish 
Council meetings, minuted and available to the public I 
doubt many people read these and I believe that impor- 
tant information such as this, which affects the whole 
village should have been included in the BHN. Perhaps, 
Mr Doland, as a Parish Councillor you should have 
requested that this information be published in the 
newsletter before fait accompli — thus informing us of 
the FACTS so that the residents of Bar Hill would have 
know the FACTS sooner and been able to react and 
respond sooner. 

If this information had been in the newsletters perhaps 
there would have been some constructive opinions/ 
comments to the District Council, but as it stands the 
permission had already been given so there was really no 
point in saying anything. As stated the Parish Council 
and residents sadly do not have the final say on matters 
which concer them, which basically means that South 
Cambridge District Council decide for us, with or 
without our opinions, and will go ahead anyway — how 
diplomatic! 

I would like to thank you for your suggestion about 
contacting our District Councillors: if you had read my 
letter properly you would have seen that I stated that I 
was going to send them a copy of the same letter, which 
I did and they wrote back to advise that Tesco needed 
the turbines to reduce their overall need for energy. 
Surely, Tesco could have simply done this by not 
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installing the many flat screen monitors showing the 
customers what’s on the shelf directly underneath. 

With regard to Mr Hall’s comment that I will not be able 
to see the turbines from Field View, I am very aware of 
that, but was looking at the village as a whole and not just 
myself. I disagree with his statement that “this is by no 
means the beginning of a wind farm”. If other large 
companies based in Bar Hill would like to save energy 
how could the District refuse them planning permission, 
but grant it to Tesco — we wouldn’t want it to look like 
“special” treatment would we?

Improving Air Quality 

As councillors we get opportunities to be briefed on a 
range of issues. Last month I attended an instructive 2 
hours workshop about air pollution in Cambridgeshire. 
There are eight pollutants of concern with health based 
prevention objectives. PM10, NO2 Ozone, Sulphur 
Dioxide, Carbon Monoxide, Benzene, Butadiene, Lead. 
Only two are a known problem locally. 

¢ Nitrogen Dioxide NO2 produced by combustion 
especially in engines. 

e Small Particles NM10 from a variety of sources 
including vehicles, solid fuel and wind blow dust. 

The air quality in the sub-region does not meet current 
national objectives for nitrogen dioxide or particulate 
matter in a number of places. Economic and housing 
growth in the sub region will add to pollution burden and 
traffic is the single largest local | source of emissions. 

In Cambridge the areas of greatest concern is the historic 
core, especially around the bus station, the inner ring road, 
especially at junctions where traffic is congested. To 
concentrate on reducing bus emissions is more likely to 
improve air quality for all. Emissions per bus are high and 
so a large reduction is possible by changing relatively few 
vehicles. Without a lower emission bus fleet we cannot 
achieve government objectives in Cambridge. Fortunately 
the fleet of new buses are of much higher standards 
meeting the Euro 4 standard. However there are still too 
many Euro | and 2 standard buses in the existing fleet. 
Cambridge is not alone in areas of pollution, the whole 
length of the Al4 and adjacent villages suffer from 
pollution. It is very important that the upgrade proposals 
being developed take seriously the need to design out 
both pollution and noise for the benefit of local residents 
and travellers. The implementation of plans to increased 
freight capacity on the rail line from Felixstowe to 
Nuneaton enabling more road containers to use the high 
speed rail route and the long awaited upgrading of the 
A14 and the Guide Busway should have some beneficial 
impact on reducing pollution for all.

DISTRACTION BURGLARIES 
POLICE in Cambridge are urging people 
to check the identification of visitors § 
following three distraction burglaries in the > 
city. In each case the offenders have 
claimed to be police officers. 

On Monday (March 30) at around 8 pm

claiming to be police officers. They forced their way in 
and stole a handbag.

Council Tax 
You will not be surprised to find that Cambridgeshire’s 
Grant settlement from the Government to run our 
services next year is poor. There are 34 Shire Counties 
in England and our Grant increase of 2.0% comes 30". 
in company with Bedfordshire, Essex and Hertford- 
shire. Not all counties are the same, for example, 
Cambridgeshire has the highest growth rate of popula- 
tion of anywhere in the UK but of our 16 ‘near 
neighbours’ we come next to last in the queue. 
The size of the Government’s Grant is important, mainly 
because it forms 49% of our income for 2009-10. For 
future years we have been told that this fraction will fall 
swiftly to 42% for 2013-14. Most Government funding 
also comes as earmarked expenditure with imposed 
targets to match, In practice, we as Councillors have very 
little discretion on how all our money is spent. 
What is also important is that any need for money 
which is not met by Grant income has to be raised 
through the Council Tax. This next year it will provide 
£220,467 million. The cost of education, by the way, is 
no longer in the Council’s hands as the money is paid 
straight to schools. In the past we have supplemented it 
to pupils’ benefit but this is no longer allowed. 
Here is the technical bit: The Grant is calculated 
according to a County’s type, its local ability to raise 
Council Tax, its population characteristics and_ its 
“relative need”. But this is not the end of the story. We 
have lost £24 million in grant since this system was 
introduced. Cambridgeshire’s grant was considerably 
worse than for many other Shire authorities. This 
model doesn’t keep pace with the growth of popula- 
tion. Worse, it is reduced in line with the council tax 
raised from new buildings. Hence those places with the 
fastest growth do worst. The average Shire increase 
this year is 5.2% which is set to fall to 4.1% by 2010- 
11. We had planned a Council Tax increase of 4.2% 
mainly to cover increased Adult Social Care needs and 
inflation but we have reduced it to 3.9%. 
This level of increase is 4". Lowest of the 34 shire 
counties and, at £1,034 for a Band “D” house, is £53 a 
year lower than the Shire Average. Northamptonshire 
has the lowest at £956, Cornwall on £1,018 and 
Lincolnshire on £1,022. The Shire Average is £1,086 
with Nottinghamshire at the top with £1,224.
